pitals that ends in January. 

At Northampton alone they 
met with over 200 injured 
servicemen and women, and 
founder and president Paul 
Cardello thinks they’ll have 
visited 1,000 by the time 
their tour is over. 

In their six-month focus on 
veterans in the New Eng- 
land healthcare system, the

attendance this year, as they 
have been every year, to 
watch fellow equestrian in- 
structors and students show- 
case one of the highlights of 
DeNitto’ life long passion, 
horseback riding. 

This year’s event started 
with an Olympic style open- 
ing ceremony. There were 30 
equestrian athletes this year, 
ranging in age from five 
years to adulthood. Partici- 
pants represented many dif-

Luckily, none of our em- 
ployees were drastically af- 
fected, but a few were either 
displaced from their homes 
or housing family members 
that had been evacuated,”

email. 

Once they were sure that 
everyone was Safe, they star- 
ted thinking of ways that 
they and their team at Two 
Men and a Truck® could pos- 
sibly help.

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Fire Department 
seeks to fix 


staffing issues

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Fire Chief Jo- 
seph McMahon and Dep- 
uty Fire Chief Bill Cava- 
naugh presented informa- 
tion regarding staffing 
and budgetary issues to 
the Board of Selectmen at 
a Sept. 24 meeting. 

According to McMahon, 
the department staffs 
four nine-man shifts, with 
one officer and eight fire- 
fighters each. There are 
two engines, one tower, 
and two ambulances. The 
first ambulance run re- 
quires an ambulance, en- 
gine, and four firefight- 
ers. A second run will 
respond with an officer 
and two firefighters on an 
engine. Following that se- 
cond run, the station is 
empty. 

“This is a daily occur- 
rence,” said McMahon. 

If nobody can break 
away from an ambulance 
run when a third call 
comes in, the town must 
rely upon mutual aid from 
surrounding communities. 

“Over the years, since 
I’ve been there, it’s a daily 
occurrence, maybe twice, 
or three times a day, 
where the station is 
empty, and nobody is 


available on the road to — 
respond because they’re 
tied up,” added McMahon. 

In addition, beginning 
this year, fire depart- 
ments are legally obligat- 
ed to follow the OSHA two 
in, two out policy. This 
states that, at a fire, if 
two firefighters go into a 
building, two must be 
waiting outside in full 
gear ready to relieve 
them. This policy does ~ 
not include the pump op- 
erator, meaning that a 
department must have at _ 
least five firefighters re- 
spond to any call. Be 

“This will not be a rec- 
ommendation, this is fine- 
able,” said McMahon. a 

McMahon explained that 
the majority of the work © 
that firefighters today per- _ 
form is in the realm of | 
emergency medical serv- | 
ices. This often requires 
heavy lifting in tight spa- 
ces up and down multiple 
flights of stairs. He said 
that this summer has been © 
particularly challenging.)

WILMINGTON — Rotary 
Park will be home to a skat- 
ing rink this winter. The 
logistics of the rink were 
outlined to the Board Sel- 
ectmen at their Sept. 24 
meeting. 

According to a memo from 
Public Works Director Mike 
Woods, the rink will be set 
on the Church Street side of 
Rotary Park. The DPW has 
selected a vendor following

panies, and will place the 
order for the materials in 
mid-October. The rink will 
be 52 feet by 100 feet. The 
cost will be $4834, which will 
be sourced through recre- 
ation funds. 

The DPW is looking to illu- 
minate the rink area in con- 
junction with the Reading 
Municipal Light Depart- 
ment. 

The rink will be re-usable 
in future years, though a 
new liner will need to be 
repurchased annually. The 
cost for a liner is approxi- 
mately $1,000. 

Board Chairman Kevin 
Caira asked Woods if he ex- 
pected any damage to the 
underlying turf from the 
rink. 

“We don’t believe it’ll cause 
any damage, it’ll be a little 
flattened, but by mid-May 
you wouldn’t even know it 
was there,” said Woods. 

The entire installation will 
take roughly three weeks for 
a targeted opening date in 
December.

WILMINGTON — Star- 
ting in October, flavored to- 
bacco products will not be 
available for purchase in 
Wilmington. 

According to Health Di- 
rector Shelley Newhouse, 
Section 8 of the town’s 
health regulations have 
been edited to reflect recent 
trends in youth smoking. 
The newly added section 
8.24 prohibits the sale of fla- 
vored tobacco products, 
including juuls, e-cigarettes, 


vaping fluid, and flavored 
blunts. The only flavored 
product still available for 
sale will be flavored tradi- 
tional cigarettes. 

“Now, with the ecigarattes, 
we're just seeing more and 
more kids... that’s what 
they’re doing,” said New- 
house. “They’re doing the

“Fall was a magical time for 
us kids back in the late fif- 
ties and sixties. I was six 
years old in 1960. A few of 
a4 siblings and I attended 
he old Walker School (now 
orn down). Autumn was a 
ittersweet time as far as 


} school was concerned. Go- 


mn, back to school after a 
long, adventuresome, excit- 
ing, totally free summer, 
was like chaining up a wild 
Stallion or putting a wild 
bird in a cage. While free- 
@om was sacrificed, it was 
for ‘the better good. School 
Was always a new adventure 
évery year back then. 
“One * of my greatest fall 
themories was the fallen 
leaves. It seems like there 
yere a zillion trees that grew 
311 along Church Street and 
Thurston Avenue. Our house 
Was ‘number 99 Church St., 
én the corner. The yard 
always ended up with gigan- 
tic piles when leaf raking 
time came. 
-It took a bunch of us kids 
forever to rake those leaves. 
We always piled them up so 
high and then ran and jump- 
éd into the piles. It seemed 
tike kids of all ages got into 
this ritual, and even a dog or 
two...-I remember piling 
leaves up at the bottom of the 
old- Methodist Church (now 
‘torn down) front steps and 
sliding down the over wide 
banisters into the piles. 
* Another thing that sticks 
out,in my mind was walking 
down the sidewalk through 
the_leaves. If you walked fast 
you made a swish — swish — 


swish sound as the leaves 
flew up in the air all around! 

Back then it was a usual 
practice to rake the leaves to 
the side of the road and burn 
them. I still remember the 
smell in the late afternoons 
or after supper as people all 
over the neighborhood burn- 
ed their leaves. The smoke 
made a sweet — wonderful 
— aroma that I will never 
forget. 

Every year there was an 
Autumn Fair in the basement 
of the old church. I loved 
those fairs, where a young 
boy could do pretty good for 
himself with just 25 cents. 
There were always those pad- 
dles with the red ball on an 
elastic for sale. Also, small 
bags of marbles, yoyos, jump 
ropes and all kinds of stuff. 
My favorite was the grab 
bags. For a nickel you could 
purchase a small crinkly 
brown bag filled with candy 
and goodies. I was always 
partial to goodies back then. 
Still am to this day, although 
the doctor says I have to cut 
back soon. Chuckle. 

Being a family of 10 kids 
meant that money was in 
short supply. For Halloween 
we always made our own cos- 
tumes. The little kids were 
usually ghosts because that 
was the easiest and cheapest 
costume to make. I don’t know 
what my mother thought 
when she saw her sheets and 
pillow cases with three small 
holes in them. Older kids were 
usually hobos, or Zorro or 
Superman with a pillow case 
for a cape. 

When we went out “Trick - 
or - treating” we always went 
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an the 1960s 


in a crowd as you can imag- 
ine. I usually took the little 
kids with me. They were so 
cute but could be a hassle 
with the constant whining 
about “I can’t see” or “I keep 
tripping!” But most of the 
time it was a blast. 

We usually started out on 
Thurston Avenue and then 
went down Church Street as 
far as across from the high 
school to the Melander’s, 
Harrison’s and the Sanborn’s 
homes. 

Of course we were always 
trying to get the most candy 
bars. They were coveted 
above all else. We also re- 
ceived homemade fudge, 
popcorn balls, cookies and 
taffy apples. Plain old apples 
were frowned upon. Those 
were the good old days when 
you didn’t have to worry 
about people trying to hurt 
kids by putting something 
bad in the treats. It never 
even crossed our minds. 

By the time we were at the 
high school area it was time 
to turn around. The little kids 
would get tired soon and I 
did not want to carry a little 
kid, two bags of candy, and 
keep the others going.

Station. With his wife and son, 
he moved to Jacksonville, 
Florida. 

Hurricane spotting is tricky 
work, but it remains the best 
way to learn vital information 
on a storm. The plane has to 
fly into the storm, take wind 
speed measurements, and 
then once inside the eye of 
the storm, drop a radio trans- 
mitter, then descend and 
observe the pattern of the 
waves on the ocean surface. 
Waves on the open ocean are 
capped off, or blown down by 
high winds. Inside the eye of 
a hurricane, though, the 
winds are calm, and the 
waves can be observed at 
their true height. Most planes 
survive this exercise, but 
some pilots have reported 
harrowing experiences. 

In September 1955, Hurri- 
cane Janet was moving 
through the southern Carib- 
bean Ocean. As it roared 
through Barbados, it rapidly 
expanded. One spotter flight 
reported that the underside of 
the wings of the plane had 
been caked with salt at an alti- 
tude of 400 feet. The storm was 
on a westerly, serpentine track 
through the Caribbean, off the 
north coast of Venezuela. 

Snowcloud Five, a P2-V 
Neptune left Jacksonville on 
Saturday, Sept. 24 for an 11- 
hour flight. After flying into 
the hurricane, the plane land- 
ed at Guantanamo, Cuba on 
Sunday for an overnight stop. 
A second flight left at 6:30 
a.m. on Sept. 26. 


The crew consisted of five 
lieutenants and four enlisted 
men. There were also two 
Canadian journalists aboard 
from the Toronto Star. 

Lt. Bill Buck was the aerol- 
ogist and aerographer, re- 
sponsible for observing and 
collecting data on the storm. 
In addition to reporting data 
to the Hurricane Forecast 
Center in Miami, he also 
reported data to the flight 
crew, to determine the 
plane’s location and course 
in the storm. As the storm is 
moving, there are no fixed 
points for navigation. The 
plane has to approach the 
storm from a_ particular 
direction, fly through the 
storm and into the eye, 
directed by barometric read- 
ings and wind speed. 

Buck occupied a seat in the 
plexiglas nose of the plane, 
on the lower deck, where he 
could observe waves directly 
below. On this flight, the Ca- 
nadian photographer was 
beside him. 

From Guantanamo, the 
plane headed southwest 
across Jamaica. The storm on 
Sept. 26 was approximately 250 
miles southwest of Jamaica, 
an equal distance from 
Nicaragua and Columbia. The 
flight was scheduled for 10 
hours. Its last report was at 
8:30 a.m. At 10:15, the Hur- 
ricane Forecast Center re- 
ceived an unintelligible trans- 
mission. At 6:30 p.m., two 
hours after its scheduled re- 
turn, it was declared overdue. 


At 11 p.m., it was declared 
missing. 

What happened? Did it 
break up? Did turbulence 
force it to plunge? No trace of 
the plane was ever found. 

The hurricane killed 1,023 
people, including the 11 men 
on the Snowcloud. 

Barbara Buck returned. to 
Wilmington with her son 
Richard. Eight months later, 
she gave birth to a second 
son, James. The family still 
lives in Wilmington. 

There is a street off Shaw- 
sheen Avenue named for Bill 
Buck, Lt. Buck Drive.

Well, these are just some‘of 
the memories. Memories ‘of 
a much different time in his- 
tory. A time when we could 
play, travel by foot or bike, 
with not a care in the world, 
a more innocent time if you 
will. 

I wonder what memories 
you might have of — as my 
kids used to call them — 
“the olden days?”

Major changes 
to VA pension 
benefit regulations 


To the editor, 

On Sept. 18, 2018, the Vet- 
erans Administration (VA) 
published new rules that 
make it more difficult to 
qualify for VA Pension bene- 
fits that benefit senior and/ 
or disabled veterans or their 
surviving spouses. 

These benefits, including 
Aid and Attendance benefits, 
are available to eligible war- 
time veterans or their sur- 
viving spouses who satisfy 
strict financial and medical 
requirements. The benefits 
can help defray care costs so 
veterans can get the care 
they need at home or in as- 
sisted living. 

Under the new rules, any 
gifts made in the past 36 
months, either to a family 
member or to an irrevocable 
trust, would be penalized. 
Likewise, an investment in an 
annuity would also be penal- 
ized. This means a veteran or 
surviving spouse could be 
prohibited from qualifying 
for VA pension benefits for up 
to five years, depending on 
the value of the gift or trans- 
fer. 

There are other require- 
ments to the new rules, but 
the above are the most im- 
pactful to any wartime veter- 
an or surviving spouse wish- 
ing to pursue these benefits 
and receive a monthly cash 
benefit to help with care 
costs. 

The good news is that any- 
one wishing to qualify can 
still take advantage of the 
current rules, so long as they 
complete that planning be- 
fore the new rules go into ef- 
fect on Oct. 18, 2018. 

Because the VA pension 
benefits impact those over 
age 65, it is important that 
veterans consult an attorney 
to understand how planning 
may impact their eligibility 
for MassHealth (Medicaid) 
enefits in the future should 
it be needed. 


For those woable to plan 
before the O:'. 18 deadline, 
planning opportunities will 


still exist after, it just may 
take longer to qualify for such 


benefits. 

Despite the negative im- 
pact of this rule change on 
our nation’s veterans, I am 
very happy to report some 
excellent news for veterans. 

For many years, MassHealth 
has treated as “countable 
income” a considerable por- 
tion of VA pension benefits. 
This was deeply unfair to 
wartime veterans and their 
surviving spouses because it 
stripped them of vitally 
needed income to pay for 
medical necessities and re- 
duced the availability of 
MassHealth benefits to 
them. I and my fellow Elder 
Law attorneys in the nearly 
500-member Massachusetts 
Chapter of the National Aca- 
demy of Elder Law Attor- 
neys (MassNAELA) tried in 
vain for years to push Mass- 
Health to stop this harmful 
practice, which we contend 
violates federal law. 

MassNAELA also sought a 
legislative solution that 
achieved tremendous bipar- 
tisan support in the Com- 
monwealth. Governor Baker 
signed The BRAVE Act into 
law on Aug. 9, 2018. Mass- 
NAELA helped draft and 
lobby for Section 28 of this 
Act, which explicitly pre- 
vents MassHealth from trea- 
ting any portion of VA pen- 
sion benefits as countable 
income. 

This victory was hard 
fought and will help protect 
our wartime veterans and 
their surviving spouses.

Pulse notes: US attitudes on public schools

We often hear comments 
about the thoughts and ideas 
of public education and felt I 
would share with you some 
comments, as well as my 
thoughts, following some 
data from the strong “Kap- 
pan Report” regarded as 
most significant and worthy 
of note by professionals. I 
will share with you some of 
my thoughts and opinions on 
them, 

Following are some of the 
issues raised in the report: 
are we paying teachers what 
they’re worth; would you 
want your child to be a 
teacher; is your child safe at 
school; should schools spend 
more on needier students; do 
all students have the same 
opportunities; have schools 
improved over time; should 
community college tuition be 
free; is a college degree 
worth the cost; should we 
change the school schedule 
and how would you grade the 
schools. 

An interesting note in the 
survey on the last question 
on giving a grade to the 
schools, the report states 
that “they found a huge gap 
between what people think 
of the nation’s schools and 
their assessment of their 
local schools. Seventy 70 per- 
cent of Americans gave their 
own children’s school an A 
or B with 43 percent giving 
public schools in their com- 
munity an A or B and only 19 
percent give public schools 
nationally an honors grade. 
Interesting!!!! 


Some comments 
and reflections 


The wording of questions 
can make my interpretations 
difficult but let me comment 
on some of these issues. 

First, relative to teachers 
pay and all educators for that 
matter, I feel they are consid- 
erably underpaid and yes, I 
am biased but I know well 


the announcements was an 
acronym that to this day, 
nearly every student in the 
school can likely repeat 
verbatim — “RISE,” which 
aims to reinforce sharpen- 
ing of the following prac- 
tices: respect, integrity, 
skills, and engagement. 

Remember that acronym, 
because if you would ever 
like to put yourself into the 
shoes of any TMHS student 
that catchphrase will have 
to be seared into your 
brain, for better or worse.

of club activities, the pledge 
of allegience, and the fa- 
mous RISE motto in a sim- 
ilar — if not slightly longer 
— process to the original 


municipal, state and federal 
salaries. Second, on another 
question, yes I would love my 
youngster to become a tea- 
cher, if that was their choice 
but that has not been the 
case for us with one wanting 
to be a lawyer, one an engi- 
neer and the third a photog- 
rapher. 

Third, relative to my reac- 
tion on school safety, I feel 
that most districts are trying 
their best to make all schools 
safe. I am really afraid, how- 
ever, that this world has gone 
over the edge with violence, 
so safety cannot be guaran- 
teed on the street, in a mall, 
a theatre, gymnasium or yes, 
even a school, despite the 
greatest of efforts in terms of 
protection. 

Relative to the opportuni- 
ties for all students being the 
same, this is a complicated 
issue, as many students have 
higher IQ’s and EQ’s, which 
impact on capacity of stu- 
dents to achieve in any 
course or extracurricular 
activity. Do I feel the oppor- 
tunity is out there for all? 
My answer would be yes but 
achievement in certain aca- 
demic or activities will be 
altered by other factors be- 
yond the term “opportunity.” 
This is one of those compli- 
cated questions. 

Relative to funding for 
needier students, this already 
occurs in all districts but the 
limits of local and state budg- 
ets has a figure of how much 
is provided for special educa- 
tion students and/or gifted 
and talented classes. This is 
sad but real. In terms of my 
response, as to schools “im- 
provement over time” I would 
respond “absolutely” in as 
many areas as funding al- 
lows, coupled with the profes- 
sional development of staff. 
Schools have been asked to 
do more than ever from Pre- 
K to grade 12. Also relative to 
the question on changing the 
school schedule, my thoughts 
are that national studies say 
we should move high school

morning announcements. 
The main difference be- 
tween the two is that the 
video announcements were 
only given once a week, as 
every Friday a link was 
sent to every teacher in the 
school, and the announce- 
ments were supplemented, 
for the first time, by an 
audio aide. 

This remained the status 
quo for the entirety of the 
1617 and ’17-'18 school 
years, but this past month, 
there has been a bit of an 
overhaul with regards to 
the entire process.

WILMINGTON - Sunday 
morning in Wilmington 
marked the return of one of 
the area's great fall tradi- 
tions, as hundreds of run- 
ners from both near and far 
déscended on Wilmington 
for- the 14th Annual 
Wilmington Half Marathon 
and 5K Run/ Walk, present- 
ed by the 
Wilmington/Tewksbury 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Néarly 500 runners/ walk- 
ers hit the streets of 
Wilmington where they were 
greeted by enthusiastic 
spectators along the route 
for both races, with partici- 
pants of all ages making 
their way to the finish line. 
The order of finish looked 
pretty familiar, at least on 
the’ men's side, with 
Wilmington's own Brian 
Schell winning the 5K in a 
time of 16:25 for his sixth 
cénsecutive win at the 
event, while in the half 
marathon, another

Hartford, won the event for 
the fourth time overall, and 
the second time in the last 
three years after missing 
last year's race due to an 
injury, finishing in a time of 
1:16:50. 

On the women's side, Ellen 
Bryant of Chelmsford took 
top honors in a time of 20:57, 
while Katelyn Richardson 
was the top local female fin- 
isher, finishing fourth over- 


all among women and 18th. 


overall among all competi- 
tors in a time of 24:07. In the 
half marathon, Katrina 
Vassallo of Peabody was 
first among women in a time 
of 1:21:51, which was good 
enough to not only lead the 
pack among women, but was 
also fifth overall. Katrina is 
the wife of Wilmington 
native and course technical 
coordinator Dan Vassallo, 
who finished tenth in this 
year's Boston Marathon. 

The top local female finish- 
er was Sarah Huelmstad of 
Wilmington, who was fifth 
overall among women in a 
time of 1:34:04. 

While the overall numbers 


for race were a little but 
down this year, with 474 total 
participants as opposed to 
the usual average of about 
550, the half marathon con- 
tinued to grow this year, 
with 236 participants, one of 
the highest in race history, 
trailing only the 2014 total of 
240. 

Nancy Vallee, the 
Executive Director of the 
Chamber of Commerce was 
happy to see so many run- 
ners and walkers out enjoy- 
ing the course on what 
turned out to be a beautiful 
day, carrying on a great 
local tradition. 

"Our overall total number 
of participants was on the 
low side. We fell short this 
year was with the number of 
5K racers walkers, but we 
were thrilled with the 
turnout for the half 
marathon. and have made 
Tom Pazyra, founder of the 
race, proud," Vallee said. 
"This was his vision four- 
teen years ago, to bring a 
high quality, low cost half 
marathon to the town. The 
first two years the race con- 
sisted of just the half 
marathon. 

“In 2007, Tom added a 5K 


course and _ since the 
Chamber took over in 2010 
total participants have 


tripled. Our half marathon 
has become well-known in 
the running club arena and 
we are extremely proud of 
that." 

Those who did come out 
for both races loved being 
part of the event. As seems 
to be the case every year, 
participants couldn't say 
enough positive things about 
the entire experience. 

“It’s a great race to run," 
said women's half marathon 
winner Katrina Vassallo 
"There are plenty of water 
stops, plenty of police detail, 
a lot of volunteers and there 
are a lot of people out sitting 
on their front lawns cheer- 
ing, which is awesome.” 

Men's half marathon win- 
ner Car] Hartford was equal- 
ly impressed with the entire 
event, which is a big reason 
why he continues to run 
every year. 

“It’s a very well organized 
race. You’ve got Dan 
Vassallo, who is one of the 


best runners around, and 
you have Nancy Vallee who 
is great at coordinating 
everything," Hartford said. 
"They do a great job. The 
course is well marked and 
the price is great, for $40 you 
really can’t beat it. They 
pride themselves on keeping 
it affordable.” 

Sarah Huelmstad, the top 
local female finisher in the 
half marathon, has run both 
the 5K and the half 
marathon over the years, 
and she says that coming 
back every year is some- 
thing she truly enjoys. 

“It’s always great to run 
this. It is a very well 
marked course, with plenty 
of signs and there are so 
many people out there 
cheering you on, so it is a lot 
of fun. I will be back next 
year,” Huelmstad said. 
“Today was great. It was 
perfect weather. You really 
couldn’t ask for better 
weather and the course was 
great. It is mostly flat, with 
a couple of little hills. It is a 
great race” 

Even runners completely 
new to the racing scene were 
amazed by what it was like 
to take part in the event. 14- 
year old Adam Ippolito, who 
completed his first 5K road 
race in a time of 27:24, will 
be coming back again next 
year. 

“It was a fun race, it was 
fun to be part of the 5K race 
and then to see so many run- 
ners who are training for 
things like the Boston 
Marathon,” Ippolito said. 
“The course was great, and 
there were so many people 
cheering you on that it made 
you want to run faster.” 

It is no accident that the 
race is such a hit with par- 
ticipants every year, given 
the commitment of its 
organizers.

It 
took Richardson about a 
year to recover solely from 
the surgery. Her doctor then 
put a plan in place to be run- 
ning without pain for about 
a year and a half. 

The 23-year-old signed up

finished the race pain free, 
and was also the top female 
finisher in the 5K race from 
Wilmington, finishing with a 
time of 24:07, good for 18th 
overall.

“Pacing was good, I had a 
couple of women in front of 
me that were strong runners 
that I could keep pace with 
and a lot of strong guy run- 
ners that I could run with 
too.” 

In her experiences running 
cross-country for 
Wilmington High School, 
and up until her injuries, 
Richardson always had the 
same mindset at the start of 
the race. 

“I think it is really impor- 
tant to find the person that 
is in front of you and zone in 
on them so you can keep a 
steady strong pace.” 

The streets of Wilmington 
have some twists and turns 
that most of the field was 
not familiar with. Being 
from the area, Richardson

“I like the loop that we do 
and how there are some 
inclines and declines so it 
really allows you to pick up 
the pace going up the hill, 
and [stay at that pace] 
going downhill,” Richardson 
added. 

On the home stretch, 
Richardson started to feel 
fatigue, but like any great 
runner, she knew she had 
enough left in the tank when 
she approached the final 
kick. 

“The last part was a little 
tiring, but when I turned 
that corner, I found there 
was one guy in front of me 
the whole race, I just said I 
really want to pass him,” 
Richardson said. “So I really 


turned it on way more than I 
thought I could and I passed 
him at the end, and he was 
really good guy to keep pace 
with the whole time.” 

When it was all said and 
done, Richardson finished as 
the race’s fourth best female 
runner with her time of 
24:07. The time was a great 
way to get back on track for 
Richardson, and she hopes 
to keep running these races 
in the future. “I really enjoy 
that Wilmington has these 
races, and it is nice to see 
support for the town.” 

To prepare for these future 
races, Richardson is run- 
ning cross-country for 
Northern Essex Community 
College, where she is com- 
pleting classes to get her 
sign language interpreting 
license.

Pair of local residents dial up a new sports fundraising system 


Just push a few buttons on ati, cell phone 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Under the 
pressure of annual budget 
erunches, countless school 
systems have, for a number 
of years, been forced to 
enlist student-athletes to 
canvas their communities in 
furidraising efforts. Tasked 
with door-to-door soliciting, 
as well as standing in front 
of local businesses gather- 
ing donations or selling 
fundraising materials, these 
athletes, of all ages, often 
endure inclement weather 
as they seek the means to 
purchase new equipment or 
pay for travel to distant 

sports venues. 

While the work is often 
enjoyable and provides stu- 
dent-athletes an excellent 
opportunity to meet some of 
the residents and supporters 
in their respective cities and 
towns, there can be issues 
with this fundraising 
method. 

Enter John Foley, 
Wilmington resident and 
President and CEO of 
interlinkKONE. Located in 
his hometown, this firm is 
described as “an industry- 
leading provider of innova- 
tive marketing software and 
services that provides solu- 
tions that will help you 
achieve your business and 
marketing objectives.” 
Along with a Silent Partner, 
Foley has launched an inno- 
vative means for student- 
athletes to raise funds indi- 
rectly. 

Called “SportCoups 
(www.sportscoups.com),” 
this modern fundraising sys- 
tem allows athletes to utilize 
the technology in their cell- 
phones to reach prospective 
donors and in return, these 
generous folks receive 
between 90-100 discount 
coupons for use at both local 
businesses and large, 
national chains such as 
Dick’s Sporting Goods and 
Famous Footwear, for exam- 
ple. 

“(My silent partner) came 
to me and we noodled this 
idea on fundraising today 
that takes place in the 
schools, organizations, and 
whatever (else),” explained 
Foley, whose two sons, 
Trevor and Luke, played 
multiple sports at every age 
level. “You have teams, for 
example, that create a 
fundraiser whether it be 
canned, cookie dough, or 
they stand in front of 
Dunkin’ Donuts, or they 
have the group coupon cards 
where they go out and sell 
one for ten or fifteen bucks 
and people get a coupon 
from a local company. We 
said the whole process is 
really antiquated. The kids 
today don’t go out and knock 
on doors like they used to. 
Even with the cards, it’s not 
crowdsourcing as they only 
have like ten cards to sell.” 

Even with the group 
coupon cards or money that 
is raised through selling 
candy bars, Foley said the 
donors don't really know 
where their donations go. 

“There's no real exposure 
of -what the athlete raises 
the money for,” he said. 
“Even if it's a route, you 
don't know. Say for example 
the hockey team gets $5,000 
from fundraising. Where 
does it go? For the ice? For 
socks? If that's where it 
goes to, the parents still 
have to buy the shin guards, 
the pants, the stick or what- 
ever it may be. We are lucky 
here in our community (of 
Wilmington) where we don't 
have athletic fees but other 
towns do. In a nutshell, we 
said what if we could help a 
student-athlete in an auto- 
mated way, use their phone, 
create a profile, create the 
plea and only ask for micro- 
donations of twenty dollars.” 

Foley went on to explain 
that this iPhone and 
Android App (SportCoups) 
can be used for an athlete, 
and or by an entire team. 
Every step of the process 

ill be done through the 
phone between the athlete 
or team, and through the 
donor. He reiterated that 
each donation made is for 
$20, no more and no less 
(however if people wanted to 
give more than can do it

multiple times in incre- 
ments of $20). 

Foley was asked, how does 
this entire process work? 

“The student-athlete cre- 
ates a profile and asks their 
family and friends via text, 
email, Twitter, and 
Facebook for a micro dona- 
tion of twenty dollars which 
is the opposite of crowd- 
sourcing - (for a donation 
from anonymous) and we're 
hoping it helps a student- 
athlete off-set some of the 
fees,” he explained. “The 
athlete creates the profile 
and the athlete connects his 
or her bank, maybe the par- 
ents bank, to their profile, 
the athlete asks for the 
donations and once they get 
a donation, after the ACH 
process the money goes 
right into the bank account. 
Or it can go into a team 
account. No holding or wait- 
ing for disbursement. No 
more cash needed _ to 
exchange hands. And we 
believe the student-athletes 
will be able to raise a few 
hundred dollars right away 
from their family and 
friends.” 

According to Foley, he said 
this idea will help student- 
athletes, teams, coaches, 
sporting organizations, as 
well as donors in a various 
number of ways, but most 
importantly he stressed that 
the donations are made by 
family members and close 
friends, as opposed to com- 
plete strangers. 

“With technology today, 
this idea we have is not nec- 
essarily something new, it's 
just an easier, faster, better 
and less expensive way to do 
things,” said Foley. “It's like 
Twitter replaced a different 
way to do e-mail. Snapchat 
combined YouTube videos 
and storytelling. This here, 
is just taking something that 
is antiquated, it's very popu- 
lar out there, and automate 
it. 

“We built the solution so it 
serves all types of folks. 
From dance to football to 
every different sport, all 
ages, but if you are under 14, 
you have to have your par- 
ents permission to do this, in 
that case it would be the 
parents bank account that 
would be attached through a 
software account. All in all, 
this is an easier way for stu- 
dent-athletes to get financial 
help.” 

Foley compared the “old 
ways” of fundraising com- 
pared to this new idea. 

“The previous ways you 
have to be on a team to get 
financial help, ours you 
don't. You can be an individ- 
ual or as part of a team. We 


are not crowdsourcing here, 
it's micro-donations from 
their closest family and 
friends and fans in an 
attempt to offset student- 
athletes finances. They have 
a trip they can fundraise for 
it in a matter of minutes. 
The old way is if you are 
selling cookie... dough...or 


(coupon) cards, you have to_ 


go see Uncle Joe, he gives 
you the ten or twenty bucks 
and then he has to have the 
coupon card on him to use it 
(at local companies) and 
that doesn't happen. We 
asked the focus groups and 
(their response was) 
always forget (the coupon 
ecards) and leave them at 
home.' So what SportCoups 
did was automate that. We 
put it all on the phone. Easy 
to build the profile, easy to 
ask and get donations and 
easy to give rewards for the 
donor.” 

According to ESPN The 
Magazine, 21.5 million kids 
aged 17 and under play 
sports - whether at the high 
school, club or youth level - 
across the country, and that 
number doesn't include the 
additional four or five mil- 
lion people who play sports 
in college (varsity or club 
sports) or adult leagues. 
That 21.5 million figure also 
doesn't include the thou- 
sands of girls and boys who 
dance. 

“Just for an example, if you 
want to play a club sport in 
college, say hockey, you are 
paying for the ice time, all of 
your equipment and usually 
the parents pay that, but 
now there's a way to off-set 
those fees where people can 


donate to the athlete 
through SportCoups,” said 
Foley. 


While all of this seems eas- 
ier, faster and more organ- 
ized for the athlete and 
teams who are seeking the 
donations, this is also a win- 
win situation for the donors. 
If a person donates to an 
athlete or a team through 
SportCoups, immediately 
the donor will be rewarded. 

“Today in all fundraisers 
performed online, no one 
would get a reward after 
donating,” said Foley.

Footwear, Hertz and 


Carter’s, and the long list 
continues. “Once you make 
the donation, you download 
the application, and you 
have the coupons that you 
can go out and use immedi- 
ately,” said Foley. “We feel 
that there's not another 
online fundraising solution 
today that allows the stu- 
dent-athlete to fundraise for 
costs and equipment where 
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the donor gets rewarded. 
We're looking on average for 
an athlete to raise $200 to

According to the Lawrence 
Eagle Tribune newspaper, 
local police said that Rankin 
was driving a sedan around 
9 p.m in the area of Liberty 
and Crystal Streets when the 
crash occurred. She was 
taken by ambulance to 
Lawrence General Hospital 
after the crash, said the 
police, and then was airlift- 
ed by helicopter to a Boston 
hospital where she was pro- 
nounced dead early Tuesday 
morning, according to the 
Eagle-Tribune. 

Haverhill Police Captain 
Stephen Doherty said. the 
crash investigation is ongo- 
ing and is expected to take 
some time, said the Eagle- 
Tribune. A state police acci- 
dent reconstruction team 
responded to the crash 
scene to assist Haverhill 
police. 

The Eagle-Tribune also 
reported that there were no 
other injuries in the crash 
and that there was no infor- 
mation about the other vehi- 
cle involved or the other 
driver was immediately 
available from police. There 
was no information avail- 
able about possible charges, 
the Tribune stated.
